Post office to pick up 
donated canned goods

Planning to donate some food to 
the local food pantry but never got 
around to it? Now it's as casy as 
stepping outside and walking to 
your own mailbox. 

Thanks to an idea by local mail 
carrier Dave Orndoff and the c 
operation of Wilmington Postmas- 
ter Jake Quinn, local residents are 
now able to support The Com- 
missary by putting one or two cans 
of food in their own mailboxes. 

"Obviously, this, isn't for people 
with large bags of food to donate," 
explained Bob DiPalma, one of the 
founders of the local food pantry. 
He added, “you may feel funny 
coming in with only one or two 
cans so this a way to’donate small 
amounts of food, It's convenient." 

According to DiPalma, mail 
carriers will pick up the 
non-perishable food items on their 
regular mail routes and store them 
at the post office until they can be 
delivered to The Commissary, 
located at the Swain School. The 
food is distributed to families in 
need, who visit The Commissary 
on Wednesday evenings. 

Food is still coming in from 
other sources as well, reports 
DiPalma. During the Fourth of 
July celebration, for instance, over 
eight shopping bags full of food 
was collected from local residents 
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who brought a can to the town 
common to “remember their 
neighbors who may be unemployed 
or having a tough “time 
economically. Local organizations 
which sponsored suppers on the 


common that same week also 
donated leftover food. The 
Commissary received-such items as 
spaghetti, chicken, and roast beef, 
which was then wrapped and stored 
in the two freezers and one 
refrigerator at the pantry. 

Monetary contributions are on 
the upswing. One resident who 
took advantage of the food pantry 
in the past was able to turn around 
and gift The Commissary with a 
check for $100 in gratitude for 
what he had received, Pantry 
workers also received an anony- 
mous donation for $160- and $100 
from a fellow volunteer. 

"That's the way it's been going,” 
said a pleased DiPalm: 

The Commissary staffed by 
approximately 70 volunteers who 
work on a rotating basis. Some 
deliver food to the handicapped 
and shut-ins. Some _go food

Wilmington in shock 


A large police funeral is planned 
in Wilmington on Friday for Lt 
James "Jay" Palmer. Palmer died 
early Sunday afternoon from a 
self-inflicted gunshot wound, 

Emergency personnel were 
summoned to Palmer's home in 
North Wilmington shortly before 
10 a.m. Palmer was found in the 
bathroom with a gunshot wound to 
the head. He had fallen against the 
door. Police had‘to break down the 
door to reach him 

Palmer was transported by 
helicopter to the Mass. General 
Hospital in Boston, where he died 
at 12:30 p.m. 

The wound was inflicted by a 
bullet from Palmer's 9 mm, 
service pistol, 

A 3-year veteran 
Wilmington Police Dept 
was appointed to a newly created 
lieutenant's, position last fall. He 
had been a sergeant since 1969, He

was head of the detective bureau 
and in charge of all specialists. 

Chief of Police Bobby Stewart, a 
closag personal friend, said that 
Palmer had been quite depressed 
recently, Stewart said: that Palmer 
had been out for several weeks, 
and was under psychiatric care and 
on medication, He said he believed 
the depression to relate to the 
department's inability to crack 
certain cases this year. 

Palmer was regarded by many as 
the most powerful individual on 
the police department. He was in 
the running for chief in 1979, 
losing out to Bobby Stewart. As a 
long-time sergeant, though, he 
commanded significant power and 
influence. Chief Stewart said Pal- 
mer loved to break in new recruits, 
and often worked the midnight 
shift to have time with them, Many 
of his best officers were broken in 


by Palmer, said the-chief, 

A lifelong resident of Wilming- 
ton, Palmer was a member of an 
influential family, His brother Bob 
is superintendent of the Dept. of 
Public Works, Nephew Dan Stew- 
art is deputy fire chief, and Jim 
Stewart is town moderator ‘and a 
former-selectman, 

Palmer is survived 
Theresa "“Chickie", a 
Stacey and two sons, James 
and L/Cpl. Eric T, Palmer, US 
He is also survived by three 
brothers, Robert and Richard, both 
of Wilmington, and Douglas, of 
Missouri, and a-sister, Ann Stewart 
of Wilmington. 

His funeral will be on Friday at

The deadline 
for applications is August 31, said 
school committee Chairman Bob 
Peterson. 

The committee will hold a public 
hearing next Wednesday at 7:30 
p.m, in the Town Hall auditorium 
to establish criteria to be used in 
selecting a new school admini- 
strator to repla ") 
that time, questionnaires will 
distributed to audience members 
who wish to be included in the 
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process. 

According to Peterson, Mark 
O'Connell of the Massachusetts 
Association of School Committees 
will be present to discuss the search 
process in more detail. The chair- 
man said he also received a letter 
from John Sullivan of the New 
England School Development 
Council saying his group would 
like to assist in the process. 

Pete:son expects a screening 
committee to be formed within the 
next two to three weeks and a time 
frame for choosing a new 
superintendent worked out. Fay 
will be leaving the system on or 
before December 31, 1992 
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Board. 

According to Town Manager Mi- 
chael Caira, the MWRA originally 
estimated the town would be 
charged $1,529, 493. That estimate 
was revised downward in April to 
$1,362,350. The actual assessment 
is $1,270,854, an increase of only 
16 percent over the previous year's 
figure of $1,092,495. Caira credits 
the advisory board with being 
influential in bringing the assess- 
ment down. 

According to Caira and Wilming- 


ton selectmen, the figure is still too 
high and unfair, considering the 
town's assessment is based on total 
population rather than the actual 
number of homes using sewers. 
Caira told this paper he is planning 
to invite representatives from the 
MWRA, including-new Executive 
Director Douglas McDonald, to a 
meeting of the board of selectmen 
in the fall to again discuss the 
whole matter. 


Cellular One seeks 
alternate site

Officials from Cellular One have 
withdrawn their application to the 
Wilmington Board of Appeals for 
a permit to locate their trans- 
mission tower near the Agfa 
property on Ballardvale Street. 
The application was withdrawn to 
allow time to find an alternate site 
for thg tower, said public relations 
spokesman Tom Wilton. 

The appeals board hearing was 
continued several times after Agfa 
officials explained signals from the 
190 foot tower would interfere 
with testing of Agfa equipment. 
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"It's very unusual," Wilton said 
of Agfa's complaint. He added, 
"For us it was a concern we had to 
take into consideration," 

The Cellular One tower will be 
part ‘of a grid of towers used to 
carry cellular phone connections. 
The grid provides a better quality 
of transmission for motorists 
passing through the area, 
Originally, the tower was supposed 
to: be erected on Lopez Road off 
Concord Street. But several 
neighbors protested the tower 
saying it would be detrimental to 
theif area.

Censullo case returns 
to Tewksbury appeals 


The Nancy Censullo - Richard 
Sughrue case will appear before the 
Tewksbury Board of Appeals on 
August 3, for yet another round of 
public discussions. 

Last year, while trying to sell her 
house on Michigan Road, Nancy 
Censullo learned that she did not 
own the land under her home. The 
land is actually owned by :neigh- 
bor Richard Sughrue, and the house 
was built in the wrong location due- 
to a surveyor's mistake years ago. 

Sughrue has offered to give her 
the parcel of land she needs, but not 
as.an outright gift. 

Instead, Sughrue has submitted a 
series of plans for houselots off 
Michigan Road, and if the plans are 
approved he would swap the small 
parcel of land that Mrs, Censullo 
needs in exchange for a strip along 
the edge of her property.

Linehan pushes for visitation rights

A Wilmington woman is winning 
her fight to keep the vital 
copnection between grandparents 
and their grandchildren alive 

All too often, when children are 
born out of wedlock or parents 
separate or divorce, the child is 
used as a pawn not only between 
bitter parents but between parent 
and grandparent as well.” But 
thanks to some intense lobbying 
efforts on the part of Anne 
Linchan pp! Dadant Drive, grand- 
parents now have the right to 
remain part of their 
children's lives. 
Linchan's fight is intensely 
personal,.Jt began with her own 
struggle to obtain visitation rights 
with her granddaughter, now five 
years old. That struggle led Line 
han to work through the system 
until she siicceeded in pushing 
through a bill to benefit all grand 
parents. It also led her to support a 
second bill extending visitation 
rights and, more recently, to testify 
before a Blue Ribbon Panel formed 
by Governor William Weld 

Linehan began lobbying House 
Bill 5485 after calling the state 
Children's Caucus in April 1991. 
She became a co-sponsor of the bill 
with Wilmington Rep. Robert 
Krekorian and was on hand when 
Gov. Weld signed the bill into law 
last October. The law went into 
effect January, 1992. In the past, 
estranged grandparents had to go 
through a lengthy court process to 
win the right to see their 
grandchildren, The law, at that 
time, didn't even cover a child 
born out of wedlock. The new law 
grants "reasonable visitation 
rights" to grandparents of children 
whose parents are livifg apart or 
who were born out of wedlock 

"The best interest of the child has 
to be at the forefront. There are no 
children's rights today, except for 
the American Indian. Children are 
still basically property and that's 
where Our mentality is," said

The local activist blames much of 
the problem on the breakdown of 
the American family, She points 
out young people today often lack 
an identity or a sense of their own 
heritage. 

“We see this alot in children who 
are adopted. It's very important to 
know what-your family history is," 
said Linehan. She went on to 
explain that grandparents are the 
key. When families split, grand- 
parents are called on to Support, 
not replace, the parents and offer 
the children “unconditional love" 
and a sense of their own worth 
Linchan knows that first hand sinc 
her own grandparents were a 
strong influence in her life from 
the time she went to live with them 
al age nine. 

"Their role is to let the children 
know how special they really are. 


"Grandmas don't just say "That's 
nic@--they reel back and roll their 
eyes and throw up their heads and 
smile.

Linchan testified for three hours 
before a Blue Ribbon Panel formed 
to look into the function and 
management of the Department of 
Social Services and the possibility 
of contracting out some of the 
services presently performed by 
the DSS. The creation of the panel 
was Gov. Weld's response to the 
"Mikey" controversy surrounding 
the removal of foster child Mike 
Sanborn from his eight year foster 
home. 

"What Gov. Weld has done is a 
step in the right direction; Many 
times they (DSS) go beyond their 
mandate,” said Linehan, adding 
once the DSS is involved and a 
child is in the "system," there is 
little chance for grandparents to 
gain any control. Linchan testified 
before the panel on the benefits of 
granting Visitation rights to 
extended family. 

Linchan has been in contact with 
others in her situation. Always she 
speaks from her own experience 
and advises grandparents to try to 
Stay out of court and, instead, seck 
a third party mediator to resolve 
the visitation issue, Mediation is 

s expensive, less stressful, and 

time-consuming, she claims. In 
mediation, a mediator sits with 
family members and works out a 
Memorandum of Understanding in 
the best interest of the child, 
Agreement, Linchan adds, usually 
comes. after two mectings. 

Linchan is an asso 
Merrimack Mediation Associates, a 
member of the Massachusetts 
Council on Family Mediation, and 
a Massachusetts delegate to the 
Grandparents Rights Organization, 
This determined lady is also 
pushing for uniform visitation 
rights in all states and forming a 
local grandparents’ support group. 
Linchan has lectured on the 
importance of extended family “at 
Salem State College and will make 
a guest appearance on the "People 
are Talking" show August 10. 


The board of Lppeals earlier this» 
year voted down the proposal when 
it was submitted as a variance to the 
minimum frontage by-law. They 
decided Sughrue could not build 
new homes unless each lot had the

Sughrue, a builder and developer 
by trade, brought back a proposed * 
subdivision plan, with a cul-de-sac 
road entering from Michigan Road, 
But neighbors on Michigan Road 
and surrounding areas have joined 
in the discussion, and the confusion 
has increased. 

Neighbors have claimed that the 
Sughrue property is too wet to put 
in homes, and that lot boundries in 
the area have caused a number of 
encroachment complaints, 

All the while, Mrs. Censullo just 
wants to sell her home and leave. 

The appeals board and planning 
board haye-both heard the request, 
and a special hearing was held July 
7 in which Town Manager David 
Cressman heard all sides of the case 
and tried to act as an arbiter, 

The most recent hearing by the 
Tewksbury Board of Appeals was 
continued until August 3¥ when the 
case will reappear, The continued 
hearing will begin at 7:30 p.m. in 
the Town Hall auditorium.

Tewksbury

The United Methodist Church in 
Tewksbury is united with churches 
in far-flung places, as highlighted 
by an unusual visit last week, 

Donna Terry and Pastor. Eric 
Swanfeldt, both from the United 
Methodist Church in Uncasville, 
Connecticut, arrived in Tewksbury 
last week for a’brief visit. 

They arrived on foot. 

Terry and Swanfeldt are taking 
part in a walk affecting some 350 
Methodist Churches in south New 
England, which began on July 4 on 
Mount Washington and is scheduled 
to end October 12, Columbus Day. 

The walk, Terry said, is meant to 
draw attention to sharing projects 
between New England's Methodist 
Churches and Inglesias de Cristos 
in Nicaragua, The walk, she noted, 
also marks "500 years of oppress- 
ion for many peoples in this hemi- 
sphere" which started with the arr- 
ival of Columbus. The walk covers 
25 miles per day for 100 days, she 
said, and goes church to church. 

The Inglesias de Cristo, which is 
allied with the Methodist church, is 
definitely a minority church in Nic- 
aragua, Pastor Swanfeldt said. The 
nation is overwhelmingly Catholic, 
he said, and the Protestant Inglesias 
de Cristo only but 6,000 to 10,000 
members in some 80 churches, The 
church ministers to the poor, he 
said, 

Methodists from southern New 
England have been visiting Central 
America for over six years, Swan- 
feldt said, bringing what help they 
can provide, 

Still; the Inglesias de Cristo has 
done remarkable work for some of 
the smaller towns in Nicaragua, he 
said, such as building bridges and 
day-care centers and making clean 
available, although the members of 
the church are crushingly poor, 

“These people have a vision of the 
future that goes beyond their own 
immediacy," Terry said.

Why ask why — there is no real answer

In a town the size of Wilmington, news of a sudden death 
spreads quickly.eWhen Wilmington Police Lt. Jay Palmer died 
from a self- inflicted gunshot wound on Sunday, it left everyone 
asking "Why?" 

"As far as I'm concerned, it wag job-related stress that resulted 
in severe depression" said Chief Bobby Stewart. He said that 
Palmer had been on leave recently, and under a doctor's care. 

Stewart said that Palmer had felt he was not functioning at 100 
pefcént, and apparently reached a point where he felt he couldn't 
live with that. Stewart spoke of cach case in a policeman's career 
chipping away a little piece of the person within. After a while, 
there's nothing left. That's what. happened, said the chief. 

Palmer was always a most-capable police officer, never afraid 
to do the dirty work. He had worked on many difficult cases, 
almost making them seem routine 

This sort of competence runs in the family. Palmer's brother 
Bob is the highly-regarded superintendent of the town Dept. of 
Public Works. That department has expanded in recent years, 
taking over the cemetery, tree and water departments. While 
some would sce this as a power grab by Bob Palmer, he insisted 
that he had not sought any extra power or work. It was assigned 
to him, and he did the best job he knew how. 

The same sort of competence shows in the work of the Palmers’ 
nephews, the Stewarts. Deputy Fire Chief Dan Stewart and 
Moderator Jim Stewart are the sons of Jay and Bob's sister, Ann 
‘Stewart. Any accusations of nepotism seem pale when compared 
to the quality of their work, attitude and intelligence. 

If there was one unfulfilled ambition that Jay Palmer had, it was 
to be the police chief of Wilmington. His one opportunity for that 
slot slipped by in 1979 after the retirement of Chief Paul Lynch. 
Palmer took the exam for chief, and came in on the short end. 

, Bobby Stewart (no relation — he's from Texas) topped the exam 
and became chief. 

Later, the town meeting added a position of "command 
sergeant" which went to Palmer. The post was later climinated 
after a grievance filed by another officer over pay. Subsequently,

the town meeting approved a second lieutenant in the department. 
Palmer occupied that post in a temporary, appointed capacity at 
the time of his death, 

Chief Stewart spoke of Palmer as being a good friend and a 
good cop. Stewart was camping with his family near Cape Cod 
when he received word of Palmer's death. He rushed back to 
Wilmington to face the task of managing the investigation of the 
death of a close friend. 

Stewart said that Palmer had been out of work on an extended 
leave, with severe depression. Palmer was used to being a highly 
competent investigator, and had run inta a stone wall on some 
recent cases. Stewart said he felt that Jay had reached a point 
where he could not live at less than 100 percent. 

Palmer was not without his detractors. His background gave 

-him a Marine Corps mind-set, not unlike a drill sergeant. There is 
an element in the department that resented his attitude and his 
ways of exerting his authority. This left the department split into 
two factions, quite literally broken along the line of how one 
related to Jay Palmer. 

Palmer loved to break in new officers. He would work the 
midnight to 8 a.m. shift, where new officers land by virtue of 
drawing the short straw in shift assignments. Stewart said that 
most of his best officers-were broken in by Palmer. 

An examination of crime statistics show that Wilmington fares 
quite well in comparison to many nearby communitics. Whilc 
some other reasons may be given for those statistics, a primary 
reason would have to be good police work, much of it done or Ied 
by Jay Palmer. In an era when many communities are 
overwhelmed by crime, when police departments log crime 
statistics but solve few crimes, when some officers are more 
interested'in good job benefits than in good police work, Palmer 
represented an enthusiasm for law enforcement that provided 
very good benefits for the community. 

The ultimate irony is that Palmer's can-do, in-control mind 
couldn't control the torment within, and that he eouldn't live with 
himsclf at a level below his sclf-imposed standards.

When I can put my finger on this tragedy and explain to , 
people why it happened, I'll let you all know, probably from 
my balcony at St. Peter's Square. 

Only the Pontiff or Highest Power could articulate some 
semblance of sanity and the reasons behind a popular and 
respected man taking the ultimate desperate plunge. 

Suicide is taboo. It's a philosophical abyss because there are 
no clear or coherent reasons for any human being tuming a “ 
loaded gun on himself. The Phd's can lecture all they want 
about this illness or that, but those of us who work for a living 
still can't digest the event and it's spine tingling ramifications. 
We're just regular folk, caught up in the day-to-day rat race 
called life. We, the lunch pail crowd in an "I have a ton of 
things to do today" world, are simply overcome by a friend's 
suicide. 

It's just too much, thank you. 

Writing about this is hardly tasteless. In fact, it's essential. 
The reports are official, the county coroner has spoken, and the 
more we talk about and discuss this openly as a community, the 
more we can unite and come to terms with the fact that things 
aren't always what they seem and there is something cach of us 
can do, 

More than anything, Jay Palmer's precipitate death puts local 
life in perspective. We are the hurly burly political community 
of the Merrimack Valley, rich with rife, dissent, old clan 
politics, ancient family and personal feuds and enough political : 
debate to fill a volume the size of War and Peace. But what 
does any of that matter when you get the call that someone we 
all know, have talked to, perhaps even jousted with on the 
issues, has taken his own life. 

Politics doesn't really seem to matter much this week, does 
it? 

I remember Jay Palmer for his professionalism. When I once 
called for assistance the command sergeant was everything a 
good police professional should be — courteous and caring. His 
colleagues describe his keen abilities on the night shift to» 
apprehend those who come here to rob our homes or steal 
goods from the many warchouses at the industrial parks.

About 40 persons were in 
attendance on July 21, at the Royal 
Dynasty Restaurant as the Wil- 
mington Republican Town 
Committee hosted candidates for 
county, state and federal office. 

The office of sheriff of 
Middlesex County was the focus of 
attention, with three candidates on 
hand, Gary Buxton of Hollis, Mike 
Dever of Woburn and Vince Dixon 
of Cambridge told their listeners of 
the problems about the office of 
Sheriff. All three reminded their 
listeners that the primary would be 
on September 15, 

"Prisoners should be milking 
cows, not the system" Mike Dever 
declared. He proposes to get the 
county back to the country farm 
system, to institute work programs 
for all inmates and to make county 
jails more self sufficient. 

"Out of 760 prisoners, 700 sit 
around doing absolutely nothing! 
They play basketball, they sit in the 
sun! Make it more self-sufficient! 
They should work eight hours a 
day!" 

Dever has served eight years on 
the Woburn City Council. A U.S. 
Army veteran, he served in the 
Military Police. 

Gary Buxton deolared that the 
answer for the sheriff problem is 
just common sense. "The sheriff's 
department is just a haven for 
fluff!" he said, reaching into his 
pocket for a handful of cotton 
fluff. 

"The sheriff gets a house to live 
in. He gets a car, he gets gas. He 
takes that car out of state, say to 
New Hampshire, if he wants to 
make a trip. Let's get rid of the 
fluff!" 

Law enforcement and correction 
is a profession Buxton said. It is 
just like being a teacher, or a 
lawyer. Qualify candidates for the 
position. Make Massachusetts a 
safer place in which to live, he 
said, The sheriff's department is a 
department of no account to 
Massachusetts, 

"The current sheriff's indiffe- 
rence and inability to solve the 
over crowded situation in the 
county jails jeopardized the safety 
and security of the citizens," he 
said, "Convicted violent criminals 
are getting paroled early because 
they know the system,”

- Anne Sullivan Center: 
A special place with 
some great results

The Tewksbury State Hospital has its problems, with new 
budget cuts and forced acceptance of out of town patients that 
keep leaving the grounds, It wasn't always that way, 

Early in the 1970's a child, like many that were there, came to 
the grounds of Tewksbury State Hospital for his first day of 
school. 

Even as a young kid, he saw there was something different 
almost magical about Anne Sullivan Center. It was a place where 
he wasn't afraid. After all, there were all kinds of children here 
for him to play with. This pre-school was full of children, Boys 
and girls, white and black. There were kids who could run, and 
kids like him, » ho were disabled. They laughed and danced and 
sang. 

The most magical thing they were all given was not "magic" 
from an adult's point of view, nor would the child and his friends 
recognize the gift for what it was until they had command of an 
adult's vocabulary. But they could feel it long before they could 
ever describe it. They were given an identity, separate and al 
their own. As any child will tell you, they are usually introduced 
to other adults by the generic title: "So-and-so's kid." Here each 
child, although he was at most a 5-year-old, was introduced in a 
novel way, at least for a kid: by his name. 

They were read to, and sang to and played with, but never 
played down to. They were encouraged to reach out and learn an 
catch up to a higher level. 

In this environment, the boy Icarned to read at the ripe age of 
three. How? It came down to this: He wasn't taught so much how 
to read, but he was read to so much that he memorized shapes of 
the letters in the books and guessed at what sound they made unti 
it came to him, It wasn't that they told him he should read, it was 
that they never said he shouldn't. That in itself was something the 
boy found rare, 

These were days of discovery and wonder for them all.’ Given 
the opportunity to be treated as adults, even as very young 
children, they had thrived. Helen Keller had once said that a 
disabled person must bg treated as a human being and encouraged 
to do all that they could before they would know their limitations. 
In this wonderfully ironic world, the boy, at a school named for 
Keller's teacher, had done just that, He was given the chance to 
recognize his limitations by being surrounded by children with 
and without disabilities and encouraged to keep up. 

In 1991, money was scarce and Anne Sullivan Center, like so 
many other programs, was forced to end. The boy went back to 
Tewksbury State Hospital as a sophomore at Northeastern 
University, to say goodbye to the place and the people. He found 
that he wasn't the only one who had gone on to college. One of his 
friends graduated from Yale Law School. Various other friends 
still attend college. 

The author of this story is a senior majoring in journalism at 
Northeastern. His professors’ might be mad that he didn't quote 
the boy or otherwise introduce him. My excuse: "It's hard to 
quote yourself."

Fay told this paper he sees no real 
change from the first proposal, 
which made daycare available to 
preschool through kindergarten 
The origiqal proposal was revised 
to locate/the program in the second 
floor industrial arts room. A 
representative from the state Office 
of Children reportedly said the 
localtion meets all their code 
standards. The state Department of 
Education has not as yet set 
standards on preschools in school 
facilities. However, "to be on the 
safe side we went to the Office of 
Children,” said Fay 

The next meeting of the daycare 
commitice will be August 27. If the 
interest is there, the preschool 
program will be brought to the 
school committee for approval in 
September, said the superintendent 
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Pop Warner to upgrade

CAMP 40 ACRES

It's lunch time. Some youngsters 
are already finishing their brown 
ag cuisine and settling down with 
Whe Glass Elevator by Roald Dahl 
‘Or a game of Scrabble or other 
quiet activity, Most of the campers 
fare seated in the open, pavilion in 
the clearing. A few move to nearby 
fean-tos until it's time for more 
jplanned activity like the Wild 
Whoosy, a hike in the woods, or 
Itheir favorite: trying to outwit the 
frogs and other critters in the only 
‘pond on the property 
+ This is Camp Forty Acres, home 
for the past six weeks to the 
Wilmington School Department's 
first summer daycare program 
The camp session is rapidly 


drawing to a close, But looking at 
both the kids and their counselors, 
it's almost certain the memories 
will remain, 

The idea for the summer camp 
grew out of the elementary 
schools’ extended daycare pro- 
gram, Wildwood School teacher 
Bunny Kelley coordinates both. 
Bunny has had some able assistance 
this summer in the form of Shaw- 
sheen School teacher and outdoors- 
man Rick Barry, kindergarten aid 
Paula Samatis, reading specialist 
Eileen Willey, high school helpers 
Leah Mazzoni and Jocy Alonardo:

needs. On this day there are 
roughly 23 youngsters in atten- 
dance though enrollment totals 
over 50. The campers come 
prepared for a full day. They carry 
lunch coolers or back packs, a 
change of clothes, and swimwear 
and a towel for extra hot days 
when the sprinker gets turned on 
full force = 

Each week centers around a 
theme. This is Clown Weck. Just 
walk into the cabin and you'll see a 
string of homemade clown hats 
hung along one wall, wet chalk 
clown faces grinning at you from 
another, and three aquariums filled 
with a bird's nest, an orange 
flecked butterfly, and other offe- 
rings from the surrounding woods, 
Each day of the week there's 
something special planned around 
the theme. Like the Bubblé Gum 
Contest. Or the Watermelon Eating 
Contest. The first week, Nature 
and Summer Safety, was designed 
to teach the campers to appreciate 
their surroundings. For instance. 
firefighters paid a visit and 
demonstrated the best way to 
extinguish a fire or campfire in the 
woods 

“We provide structural control 
activities. Safety is always para- 
mount,” said Bunny 

A sample day will start with 
small group activitics and a Fit 
Gym or exercise session and move 
to more organized play alternating 
with quict time. On this day, Rick 
leads many of the outdoor 
activities, games that scem alien at 
first but that serve a purpose, And 
that purpose is to encourage even 
the youngest camper how to make 
a decision, trust others, and work 
as a team, 

Rick was trained in Project 
Adventure, an outgrowth of the 
popular Outward Bound program, 
From his training he picked up on 
the New Games Program, 

"We use this concept to 
completely climinate competition,” 
he said. Each activity is designed to 
solve a problem. More outgoing 
youngsters are asked to keep silent, 
as part of the game, to allow those 
who are quieter or more intimi- 
dated to participate more fully, 
Imagination also plays a key role in 
the activities. 

Take the game Nitro Crossing. A 
sturdy rope is suspended from a 
tree and “two thin boards are 
strategically placed below. Each 
camper must swing across and 
pretend that he is carrying 
nitroglycerin in a basket of water. 
The idea is not to touch the boards 
or land in the Poison Peanut Butter 
Pit below. On this day it's obvious 
the youngsters have been practicing 
as they all make it across as Rick 
stands on the sidelines offering 
vocal encouragement. As the last 
child is helped off the rope there is 
a spontaneous burst of applause, 
even from Alicia, one of three 
campers chosen to be silent for the 
duration of this activitiy. 

On any given day you can hear 
youngsters clamoring for one of 
Rick's nature hikes. The hikes last 
anywhere fron 45 minutes to two 
hours and teach. the campers to 
focus on the world around them. 
The hikes have turned up the 
remains of an old farm most likely 
dating back to the 1800's, 
raspberry and blueberry bushes, 
old apple tre d various species 
or animals and plant life. Along the 
trail to the water tower, Rick cau- 
tions his charges about poisonous 
plants. He also answers numerous 
questions and urges the children to 
be on the lookout for footprints 
that will later be identified through 
nature books. 

On rainy days or during quiet 
periods the youngsters display a 
creative bent. They color or paint

or design objects out of art 
materials and scraps donated by 
Parents or the school department. 
They also write their feelings and 
experiences in private journals. 
During free play you may come 
upon a small group displaying their 
knowledge of Saturday morning 
cartoons in a hot game of T.V. 
Tag. 

"The best part of this ¢.perience 
is knowing that the kids are happy. 
The parents are supportive. And 
I'm learning as | go," said Bunny 
with a smile 

The worst part? Actually that's a 
toss-up. Preparatio® was time- 
consuming and ongoing, even as 
the school year was winding down. 
As school closed June 19, the staff 
was painting the cabin at the camp 
and preparing for an open house 
for parents so camp could open the 
following week, 

But the absolute worst part, from 
Bunny's perspective, are the 
latrines 

“Rick said there were privies and 
I said what's a privy. Now two out 
of the four stalls have toilet seats 
(courtesy of Rick) and we have a 
first class latrine," laughed Bunny. 
This from a lady who admits, "my 
idea of a good time is a three star 
hotel." 

Camp officially ends this week, a 
fact that may cause campers and 
their parents some dismay. But, 
said Bunny, the idea was to cover 
expenses and start out on a small 
scale to see just how much interest 
there was in this program. Next 
year, withthe blessing of the 
school committee and a new 
superintendent, staffers hope the 
summer camp concept will grow. 

At least one parent, Christina 
Johnson, will be sorry to sec her 
son Tommy's camping experience 
come to a close. 

"It's been great. Tommy loves it 
and is very confortable with his 
counselors,” said Christina, 

Peggy Kane, a member of the 
Wilmington School Committee, 
sums up the program with some 
well-deserved praise: "I think it's a 
wonderful opportunity. The kids 
have a structured program and 
they're learning through nature. It 
just shows that learning can be 
exciting and fun."

Camp Forty Acres, located on 
Andover Street and surrounded by 
100 acres of town forest, was 
founded in 1948 by a group of 
local residents. The residents 
included then Town Counsel Philip 
Buzzell, Boy Scout leader Foster 
Balser, Wilmington High School 
Principal George Cambour, and 
members of the Wilmington 
Congregational Church. Today the 
wooded site is run by a private 
organization, Wilmington Youth 
Camp Inc:, for the benefit of youth 
in Wilmington and neighboring 
towns. 

The group's board of directors 
include President Charles Gilbert, 
Vice-President Rick Barry, Secre- 
tary Barbara Buck, and Treasurer 
Gloria Madeiros. Organizations 
using the camp facilities in the past 
have been local Boy Scout troops 
and the town's special needs 
program. Last year the camp stood 


empty and vandalism increased. In 
order to deter vandalism and 
encourage more groups to take 
advantage of the lovely setting, 
members of Youth Camp Inc. 
continue to seek organizations who 
wish to use the camp. Those 
cligible would be education, 
religious, and recreation groups, 
who are offered the use of the 
camp rent-free, Outside groups are 
charged a $10 dollar fee. 

On site is a cabin, five lean-tos, a 
largé open air pavilion with picnic 
tables, latrines, a frog pond, and a 
well. Many of the buildings were 
built or refurbished by the Boy 
Scouts as part of Eagle Scout 
projects,

backyard gardening 


by Hugh Wiberg 

Where is the summer going?!? 

It seems as though it was just last 
week that we set out the dozen 
tomato plants and yet that was 10 
weeks ago. Another example of my 
suspicion that the older we get, the 
faster time flys by. 

Speaking of tomatocs; if your 
green tomatoes are reluctant to 
ripen up, take comfort. You have 
lots of company, including yours 
truly. We have yet to harvest a 
single ripe tomato and I can't 
remember a year without a few 
edible tomatoes by the 28th of July. 
No mystery here; the cool and 
relatively cloudy weather of May 
and June has set back the ripening 
process of most garden produce by 
about 10 days. By the first of 
August we will see the tomatoes 
turning pink, then red, 

This weekend is last call for one 
more planting of the fast maturing 
vegetables, With a little luck, we 
won't see a killing frost for another 
eight or nine weeks, which is time 
enough for leaf lettuce, radishes, 
and green, yellow and lima beans. 
All of these need about 60 days, 
except for radishes, which are ready 
in 30 days. Fill up those empty 
spaces now - if you wait another 
weck you will probably be too late. 

IT have had a couple of inquiries 
about raccoons. Coons can be a 
serious problem for backyard 
gardeners trying to grow’ corn. 
Granted, 95 percent of home 
gardeners no longer fuss with corn, 
for a variety of reasons, including 
space limitations, problems with, 
insects and, yes, raccoons. 
Nevertheless there are still a few 
persistent gardeners in Tewksbury 
and Wilmington who grow sweet 
corn, 

Raccoons have the uncanny ability 
to sense when an ear of corn is ripe 
unto harvest. I have seen small 
plantings of corn destroyed 
overnight by two or three hungry

coons. Since they feed primarily at 
night, they are hard to defense. Here 
are a few options: 

Hay a Heart traps. Raccoons 
are easy to catch with these metal 
box traps, which do not involve 
injuring the animals as leg traps 
will. Problem is that the large size 
trap needed for raccoons will cost 
you about $75, The best bait in a 
Hav a Heart trap is meat scraps, fish, 
or moist dog food. 

Barriers. A normal three or 
four foot wire fence will not keep 
raccoons out. Therefore, your only 
hope with a fence is either an 
electric fence (which most 
gardeners do not want to get 
involved with) or a floppy wire 
fence. Attach four or five foot wire 
fencing to sturdy poles and leave the 
top 18 inches free. When the 
raccoon tries to climb the fence, this 
loose section will bend so far 
backward that the masked bandit 
can't make it over. 

Black or cayenne pepper. 
Sprinkling pepper on the corn silks 
before the cars mature is sometimes 
effective. Repeat immediately after 
a rain. If Mr, Coon gets a snootfull 
of cayenne, he'll get the message. 

Lights. Being nocturnal, coons 
prefer darkness to raid the corn. 
You -can help to deter them by 
hanging -flood lights around the 
garden. Flashing lights seem to 
bother them the most. 

Radios. A radio left in the garden 
has worked for some folks. This 
ploy is most successful when the 
radio is connected to a timer so that 
it goes on and off. I suspect that the 
sound of human voices on the radio 
(all night talk shows) works better 
than music. 

Good luck, corn growers. If you 
have another deterrent that has 
worked for you (short of resorting 
to firearms) please drop me a line 
care of the Town Crier and we'll 
share the information.

Home care service 
helps families cope 


Families struggle to cope with 
Alzheimer's disease. Bill, 55, 
promised his mother, Carol he'd 
take care of her when she gréw old 
- and he's determined to keep his 
word, 

An active, independent woman of 
75, Carol was the bookkeeper for 
the family business, an excellent 
cook, and an adoring grandmother 
of 10. 

A year ago, however, she was 
diagnosed with Alzheimer's 
disease. 

Alzheimer's is a progressive 
disease which attacks the brain, 
impairing an individual's memory, 
thinking and behavior. 

"I began noticing small changes," 
Bill explains. "My mother forgot 
people's names, put her clothes on 
wrong, and was extremely moody. 
Her concentration deteriorated, and 
she even forgot how to knit - her 
favorite hobby. Gradually, things 
got worse. Although I was pre- 
pared for the diagnosis, I was still 
shocked. The possibility that Mom 
was losing her beautiful personality 
was unthinkable.” 

At first, Bill assumed full respon- 
sibility for his mother's care. "I 
tried to be superhuman and care 
for her all on my own," he says. “I 
soon learned that's impossible." 
Following the advice of a friend 
whose father had Alzheimer's, Bill 
contacted a local home care corpo- 
ration, and began working with a 
case manager. In addition to 
counseling and educating Bill about 
his mother's needs, the caseworker 
also referred Carol toan adult day 
care program for people with 
Alzheimer's and arranged for a 
personal care worker. 

Like Bill, the majority of Alz- 
heimer's caregivers prefer to care 
for their loved ones at home. 
"Caring for a person with 
Alzheimer's is a 24 hour a day job, 
and one that can last decades," 
emphasizes Joan Butler-West, 
executive director of Minuteman 
Home Care, "Alzheimer's afflicts 
the entire family — and the worst 
harm a caregiver can do is not to 
get help. The emotional, financial, 
social, and physical stresses of this 
disease are enormous. Caregivers 


who try to do it all on their own 
eventually burn themselves out. 
None of us is superhuman." 

Alzheimer's strikes one in 10 
people over the age\of 65, and 
nearly half of those who reach 85. 
Four million elders today have 
Alzheimer's, Although the disease 
cannot yet be treated - it can be 
managed. "By contacting the 
ElderLine, 1-800-AGE-INFO, the 
toll-free statewide information 
telephone service, families can 
locate eldercare services tailored to 
the needs of families coping with 
Alzheimer's,” Butler-Wesf said. 

Caregivers can also contact 
Minuteman Home Care for infor- 
mation about respite care and other 
support services. “Alzheimer's 
support groups give caregivers the 
opportunity to learn and share 
information and feelings with 
individuals in similar situations," 
explains Butler-West. "Planning 
for the future is also crucial. As 
the disease progresses, families’ 
needs change. Caregivers must 
often re-evaluate their choices, and 
we can help families make the best 
choices." 

Butler-West adds that there is no 
such thing as being over informed, 
particularly with Alzheimer's di- 
sease. "The impact of this disease 
on families is overwhelming. The 
more informed caregivers are, the 
better able they are to care for 
their loved ones - and themselves." 

"Don't try to be superhuman,” 
Butler-West concluded. "it takes 
more than one person to cope with 
Alzheimer's and we can help!" 

Minuteman's Alzheimer's servi- 
ces are supported by a grant from 
the John Henry Carr Alzheimer's 
and Aging Foundation. The 
foundation was set up by former 
Boston Celtics star M.L. Carr, in 
honor of his father, who suffers 
from the disease. Each year, the 
Foundation provides funding for 
Alzheimer's related programs, 
such as in home assessments, 
respite and adult day care. "These 
services enable elders to function 
in their homes to the best of their 
abilities, for as long as possible. It 
also gives caregivers guidance and 
reassurance,” explains Butler-West.

Brace yourselves, dock owners 


by Bill Conlon~ 

If you've got a dock, you've got a 
problem. Brace yourself. 

I learned of this program from a 
paper notice tacked to the wall in 
Tewksbury Town Hall. The notice 
warns of the Public Waterfront Act 
(Chapter 91 of the Mass. General 
Laws) and it tells of the Waterways 
Regulation Program. The warning 

S: 

‘Owners of waterfront structures 
such as piers, wharves, docks, sca- 
walls or filled waterfront property 
must apply for authorization from 
the Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection. This is 
to ensure that structures are safe 
and do not significantly obstruct 
navigation or other public rights;" 

In other words, that old dock that 
your grandfather built in front of 
your summer cottage should have 
been licensed, many years ago. The 
state is running a public awareness 
campaign about dock licensing at 
this time, and if you own a dock, 
you had better pay attention, 

The notice goes on to state, under 
the heading AMNESTY: "Qualified 
owners have until October 4, 1993 
to apply for thie required authoriz- 
ations. After that date, more res- 
trictive regulations will apply and 
enforcement actions including fines 
may be imposed." 

Jeff Martin, a Licensing Engineer 
on the Waterways Regulation Prog- 
ram, said the laws governing dock 
licenses have been in effect since 
the mid-1800s, New regulations to 
implement the dock licensing laws 
went into effect in October of 1990, 
but if you apply before the amnesty 
runs out next October, you can still 
apply under the old regulations. 
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Solid Stee! Security 
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The biggest difference is the cost 
of the license. Under the old regs, a 
dock license fee cost $2 per square 
foot, and the license was good for 
99 years. The new regulations place 
the license fee for docks at $1 per 
square yard, multiplied by the term 
of the license. New dock ticenses 
are good for 30 years. 

So, say you have a dock three feet 
wide by 21 feet-long. The license 
fees would cost $1 x J square yards 
x 30 years which is4210 under the 
new fee structure or $126 under the 
old regulations, Oh yes, add a $100 
application fee, no matter which 
regs you're under. 

And there's no getting around it, 
cither. 

Chapter 91 applies to rivers, tidal 
lands, and to all "great ponds,” or 
natural ponds of 10 acres in size or 
more. Those waters belong to the 
public (read: the Commonwealth) 
and the state will be checking for 
unlicensed docks at a later date. Or 
they'll accept calls from whistle- 
blowing harbormasters or neigh- 
bors after the amnesty expires. 

But the amnesty period is vital, if 
you own a dock in fresh water. Any 
docks must be licensed, period, but 
you can dodge most of the cost if 
you own a fresh water dock, and act 
quickly. 

Martin said people who now own 
a dock in fresh water may not have 
to pay the license fee, if their dock 
was built before 1984, The old reg- 
ulations have no license charge for 
docks in fresh water ponds. Docks 
on rivers and tidal waters are still 
required to pay the licensing fee, 
even under the old regs,-but great 
pond docks are free, if you hurry.

Martin said the total footprint of 
the dock is used in determining the 
license fee, not just the posts used to 
hold up the wharf, and that docks 
used only in summer are covered 
just the same as year-round piers. 

Oncé obtained, the dock license 
must be recorded with the county 
Registry of Deeds, or the license 
will be voided. The state DEP keeps 
a record of licenses, so there is the 
chance that Grandpa licensed thé 
dock according to the law. Martin 
added that the state has thousands of 
licensed docks, but that "obviously 
there are thousands of structures 
around the Commonwealth that are 
unlicensed." 

So, Iet's say my Aunt and Uncle 
on Long Pond in Tyngsboro go to 
apply. (Yes, they'll be reading this 
before the weekend!) The size of 
their dock would be calculated by 
an inspector, and if the dock was 
installed prior to 1984 they'll only 
need to pay the $100 application 
fee, then register the dock license at 
the Northern Middlesex Registry of 
Deeds in Lowell, That's all there is 
to it, The license does not need to be 
posted on the dock itself, Martin 
said, 

But if their next-door neighbor 
puts in a new dock tomorrow, the 
dock will be measured, then a fee of 
$1 per square yard times 30 will be 
assessed (plus the $100 application 
fee), and he'll have to cough it up. 

Martin noted that enforcement is 
difficult, because the DEP is always 
understaffed. Spot checks may be 
done in the future, he said, and the 
DEP could levy serious fines if the 
dock is found to be unlicensed after 
the amnesty expires on October 4, 
1993. However, he added the state 
will work with you on licensing, 


and no fines will come down if you 
make a good faith effort to comply.

Once again, there is no license fee 
for a.pond dock if you apply prior 
to October 4, 1993, After that, you 
should have a checkbook handy!

Tewksbury Youth Football

President Frank Ferrelli forecasts 
a record year for Tewksbury Youth 
Football.

“People have asked us to label 
the continents,” he says, “but the 
idea-of a block is still spatial 
development for the child, and 
imagination.
